Any and all talking points and similar memorandums, emails, and transcripts providing advice or direction on how to 
handle the media, media interviews, and statements which refer to the poisoning of Sergei and Yulia Skripal and the 
expulsion of Russian diplomats from America that resulted. 

Please only cover the period from 4 March 2018 (the poisoning of Sergei and Yulia Skripal) to 29 March 2018 (two days 
after Russian diplomatic expulsions from US were announced). 

It would be greatly appreciated if materials could be provided on a rolling basis.
